Last year 
nearly 1C4,AOQ people .died of cancer 
iOvth* ClHed States anA in Illinois 
orer I,W1 people succumbed to thii 
malady. More people died of cancer 
in Illinois in 1921 than ot tubercu- 
losis la fcll its forma. One fa every 
eight uromen orer -SO years of age dica 
of cine*?,' and one in every 13 men 
over 4Q years of age tiles of cancer. 
It is obTinwthat an intense effort on 
the part at both the lay public and 
the meilcil profession must be made 
to check -he mortality and morbidity- 
ol cancer. 


"The principal abject of this pres- 


entation i.» to make it clear that can- 
cer is curable and. to acquaint you 
with som» of tho early signs 
and 


symptoms of the disease and to in- 
vite and emphatically urge the co- 
operation ot the laity 
in 
bringing 


those cases to the notice 
of wcil- 


traiacd ard scientific 
medical men 


early in their course, to the end that 
many who now suffer and die njay be 
saved. 


"It may be staled with nosittreness 


that cancer is not contagious and it 
is highly i rbbable that it is not here- 
ditary in chc ordinary- aease of tbe 
-tt-ord. Career is not a loathsome dis- 
ease. It is not a venereal disease and 
it is not a. disease that reflects any 
rfisf race u:>on the individual who has 
U and, therefore, it should be freely 
discussed, both in the concrete case 
and in the abstract. 


"It is probable that irritations of
